MAN ARRESTED NEAR GROVE CITY 
BYNEW CASTLE POLICE CONFESSES 
TO DOUBLE MURDER IN OHIO 


Brought To New Castle Police Station* 
After Being Apprehended—Makes 
Confession To Crime Before Local Of­ 
ficers And Sheriff Of Stark County, 
Ohio—Asserts Robbery Motive Of 
Killing Of Farmer And Wife On Last 
Saturday Night—Prisoner Says He Is 
Edward Kaltenbaugh, Aged 21 Years. 


NEW CASTLE POLICE OFFICERS 
AFFECT CAPTURE NEAR MIDNIGHT 


T hrough clues secured by the New Castle po­ 
lice department. Edward Kaltenbaugh, aged 21, 
of near Grove Ofity, F«*., accused as murderer of 
John Oser and his wife, Bertha Oser, at their i 
home in Canal Fulton, StarTTCounty, Ohio, last 
Saturday night, was arrested at eleven o’clock 
Tuesday night, in an attic closet of his home, by 
New Castle and Stark county officers. He made 
a complete confession of the crime, officers an­ 
nounce. 
Immediately following his apprehension, he 
was brought to this city, where at the office of 
Chief of Police C. C. Horner, in. the presence of 
Sheriff Edward Gibson, of Stark County, Ohio, 
and a number of local police officers, he made a 
confession of the double crime, and was also pos­ 
itively identified by John Blasko, aged 18, of 
Bergholz, Ohio, his predecessor at the Oser farm, 
as the man, who succeeded him as farm hand on 
that farm, police report. 
Declare Robbery Is Motive. 
Robbery, according to his signed confession, 
was his only motive in killing these two well 
known residents of Canal Fulton, Ohio. He se­ 
cured but twenty dollars. 
His actions since arrest indicate that he may be 
weak minded, police says. Apparently he is un­ 
aware of the terrible crime that he committed, 
they relate. 
After making his confession and also an affi­ 
davit to the effect that he would waive all rights 
of extradition, and return to Canton, Ohio, of his 
own free will, he was taken to the home of Mayor 
William H. Gillespie, Rhodes Place, where he 
signed the confession and affidavit and the mayor 
in accordance with the legal formalities gave him 
a hearing, then turned him over to Sheriff Gibson.

said he had been at her home "with 
her about an hour on Sunday night. 
Questioned closely, it was evident to 
the officers that she did not know 
that Kaltpnbaugh was wanted for any 
crime. 
Sheriff Gibson was notified Tues­ 
day morning, and before starting to 
this city, went to the commissioners 
of Stark county, Ohio, and had a re­ 
ward cf $1.000 posted. 
The sheriff and his deputy, A1 Ball, 
also John Blasko. who was the only 
person available to identify the farm 
hand that followed him, in the Oser 
employ, rushed to this city. 
On his arrival here, plans were laid 
for the apprehension of Kaltenbaugh. 
Officers Go To Home. 
Early Tuesday evening, Lieutenant 
of Police Peter Hillers and Detective 
John Young of the local police force. 
Constable A. S. Leslie of this city and 
Deputy Sheriff A1 Ball of Canton, 
left in the police car for the home cf 
Kaltenbaugh. it being figured that 
he was going to his home. 
The address secured was Grove City, 
R. D. No. 11, which proved to be 
about four miles west of Grove City. 
They arrived there shortly before il 
o’clock Tuesday night. 
They found that his mother was a 
widow’ with some ten or eleven other 
children. On the arrival of the offi­ 
cers, the mother denied that he was 
there. Some cf the officers noticed a 
hat believed to be his. 
The search of the house was made. 
Detective Young and Deputy Sheriff 
Ball going to the attic. There under 
the eves of the roof, they discovered 
a door leading into what proved to be 
a closet. 
Found In Hiding. 
They lifted up the door, it being ne­ 
cessary to open it, flashed their lights 
and discovered Kaltenbaugh crouched 
away back in one corner under a long 
! overcoat. He was ordered out of his 
place, the officers pulling their gun 
and taking no chances, not knowing 
whether he was armed or not. Finally 
with a “silly” smile on his face he 
came out and was immediately hand­ 
cuffed by Officer Young. 
The other officers of the party were 
searching other parts of the home. 
The start to this city was made im­ 
mediately with the prisoner. 
Here his confession was secured, 
being taken down as given, by Ser­ 
geant James P. Steiner. 
Tells Of Crime. 
In his confession he stated th at the 
murder occurred between 7:30 and 8 
p. m. on Saturday evening. January 
5. 1929. He first went to the window 
of the Oser milk shed where he saw 
Mr. Oser at work. 
Fie then returned to the kitchen of 
the Oser home and secured Mr. Oser’s 
own thirty-two calibre rifle from be­ 
hind the door of that room, walked 
out to the milk shed and shot Mr. 
Oser through the window. 
He then went to the side of the 
house and as he did so Mrs. Oser 
came cut the rear of the house. He 
shot her down at a point in the rear 
of the garage, next to the mi,’: shed. 
He left her there. 
Both victims 
were shot through the head. 
He then went into the house, se­ 
cured his clothing and took the Oser 
auto from the garage. 
He took the 
cover from the spare tire to prevent 
identification of the car. 
Then he went to the Oser bedroom 
and took $20 in one dollar bills, from 
the dresser. 
He started in the car for Youngs­ 
town. He stopped at a gasoline sta­ 
tion just outside of Canton and, asked 
the man in charge how to get *o 
Youngstown. The man told him to go 
by way of Route 19. 
He stopped at Youngstown almost 
all that night. 
He abandoned the 
car between one and two a. m. and 
then went uptown in Youngstown. 
Here Sunday Night. 
He took the New York Central train 
for Pittsburgh at six o’clock Sunday 
morning, the sixth. Sunday evening 
he came to this city and went to see 
his girl here. He was with her about 
an hour. 
He then went uptown in 
New Castle where he stayed all night. 
Monday morning he went to But­ 
ler. He returned here about 3 p. m. 
Monday. 
He took the Harmony car 
at six o’clock Monday evening for 
Ell wood City. 
He stayed there all 
night. 
He then went on to Butler 
again Tuesday morning, going from 
there to his home near Grove City, 


where he was arrested by Lieutenant I 
Hillers, Detective Young, Constable 
Leslie and Deputy A1 Ball. 
When arrested, he had in his pos- j 
session the overcoat of the murdered 
man, which he wore to this city and I 
had been wearing previous to his cap­ 
ture, according to Sheriff Gibson. In 
the pocket of the coat were the gloves 
of the murdered man, a bottle of line- I 
ment and another patent medicine 
preparation. 
The sheriff, his deputy, John Bias- ! 
ko, and the prisoner left about 3:30 
o’clock this morning for Canton, ex­ 
pecting to arrive there about daylight. 
In the room of the Oser home 
where he secured the twenty dollars, 
were Harold, aged 7, and Carl, aged 
11 months, the children of the mur­ 
dered couple. He did not disturb them ' 
as they lay there sleeping. 
Harold woke up about 8:30 a. m. 
Sunday went out to seek his parents 
and found the dead body of his father 
in the milk house. 
He secured his 
pony and rode to a neighbor named 
Edwards and told what had happened. 
The alarm was spread and the 
sheriff notified and the hunt for the 
murderer started. 
The man under arrest is tall, fair 
haired, 
wears 
a continual 
“silly” 
smile. 
He had on a brownish gray 
colored suit.

tan air field at 2:07 p. m. afier being 
in tlie a*r 150 hours, 40 minutes and 
15 seconds. 
T ho» crew of five men smiled trium­ 
phantly. 
They appeared to be in 
good physical condition, though tired 
and half deaf from the rear of the 
motors. 
Although the Question Mark unof­ 
ficially has wipe! every endurance 
mark for all type of aircraft from the 
skies, it was pointed out that the 
record flight of 65 hours and 25 min­ 
utes, established 
by 
two Germans 
without 
refueling, 
probably 
would 
itand unimpaired in the official rec­ 
ords. 
Th«* Question Mark remained aloft 
more than twice a„ long, but did so 
by refueling in the air. The former 
refueling record of 60 hours and seven 
minutes, held by two Belgians, ol 
course, yielded to the sensational feat 
of the army plane. 
The Question Mark rolled up the 
stupendous estimated total ot 10.550 
miles in her famous six-and-a-hall- 
riay cruise. Only part of this mileage,

There was an identification 
pocketbook, but the name had not 
been written In. Also two purses, one 
empty and the other containing five 
cents. Also a pair of glasses and a 
razor. The latter was in a red case 
with one end of the case missing. 
There was also a receipt for $15 
rent, given by T. E. Smith of this city 
to Jennette Black, dated Aug. 30th, 
1927, a household expense account 
book and some newspaper clippings, 
including a list of New Castle fire 
alarm boxes and a clipping of “Hints 
and Dints” trom The News. 
The 
clipping was a letter to the Hints and 
Dints man. dated Jan. 19, 1927 and 
signed “A Traveler”. 
From the articles found in the 
man's pockets it is presumed that he 
was from this city. The body was 
taken to the R. L. Boyd funeral home 
on North Jefferson street, where it is 
being held pending efforts at identifi­ 
cation.

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Church Discovers Much 
In Visitation Campaign 


A church makes mai у important 
discoveries in a campaign, like that 
which is being conducted 11 New Cas­ 
tle 81 the present time, is the belief 
of the Rev. Dr. A Earl Kem ahan, 
the evangelist m charge of the cam­ 
paign. 
“A church makes a number of sig­ 
nificant discoveries in visitation evan­ 
gelism/* 
declares 
Dr. 
Kernahan. 
••These discoveries tend to inspire Die 
pastor, define the task of the church 
and bring in the Kingdom of God 
more rapidly. 
"A church discovers a larger con­ 
stituency than the members thought 
they had. We find that the pai ¡or of 
e church of a thousand members 
would estimate that He had 600 in a 
community for whom his church was 
responsible outside of Its member­ 
ship. 
He is more likely to find that 
he has 1,500 or 2,000. 
There is al­ 
ways the tendency on the part of the 
church 
members 
to 
underestimate 
their constituency. 
The only proper 
way actually to know how many peo­ 
ple there are in a community for 
whom a church is responsible is to 
take a religious census or survey oi 
th a t community. This should be re­ 
peated every other year, or better, 
every year in a community of any size. 
“A church discovers that there are 
m any people ready to make the Chris­ 
tian decision. 
Some of these people 
иге not suspected by anyone in the 
church to be particularly interested 
In religion. . . . If we would do less 
talking about church attendance to 
those who are not Christians and 
more pleading for Christian decision. 


we would go further toward both 
gfjals. 
“A church discovers th at her great­ 
est power resides in the laity, that it 
is not necessary to bring in some pro­ 
fessional evangelist; but th at some­ 
body who lias been trained in inspir­ 
ing the laity to do in a far more ef­ 
ficient manner what the professional 
evangelist used to do, will be of more 
lasting value. 
Laymen can talk in 
a much more intimate manner to 
theii friends than to anyone else. 
“A church discovers that there is 
no bad afterm ath when it engages 
in this method of evangelism. There 
has been nothing spectacular or sen­ 
sational; there have been no bizarre 
headlines in the newspapers. 
Those 
who have been deep in sin have been 
approached in the spirit of Jesus. In ­ 
vectives have not been hurled pro­ 
miscuously from the pulpit. Convic­ 
tion has not been preceded by anger. 
The motto has been: ‘Win a man, or 
leave him more friendly toward the 
church than when you found him.’ 
“A church finds th at she has too 
big a task to perform to spend any 
time in narrow sectarianism. As the 
visitors go to work day after day, they 
find that their appeal has a sincerity 
when they tell folks that they have 
not come to ask them to be M eth­ 
odist, or Episcopal, or Lutheran, or 
Congregationalism or Presbyterian, or 
Baptist: but that they have come to 
invite them to become Christians and 
to join the church they prefer. The 
denomination is quite immaterial. 
“A church discovers that we have 
come to a period in Christian history 


when people are not interested in 
dogmatism.. One of the tragedies of 
the Christian church occurred when 
the leaders got all confused in a dis­ 
cussion of speculative questions dur­ 
ing the first century of church his­ 
tory. They commenced to fight back 
and forth and tried to tell all of the 
truth as they saw it in some particu­ 
lar statement. They became dogmatic 
and while they were fighting about 
the proper way to wall Christian 
truths up in language, fearing that 
the truth cannot take care of itself, 
they last the whole continent of Af­ 
rica. The more recent various groups 
formed sects which were more inter­ 
ested in their creeds than they were 
in the people who were to accept 
them: and the whole world was over­ 
whelmed with religious shibboleths. 
We will have none of that today. The 
thing that people are mast interested 
in now is what does Christianity do 
for life? W hat virtue is there in fol­ 
lowing Jesus Christ as our standard 
bearer? 
People are not particularly 
interested in 
what somebody said 
about Jesus 500 years ago. They are 
interested in what Jesus has to say 
to them today. 
“These are the discoveries th at a 
church makes when sincerely, with 
all her heart, she arises from her pews

been generated in her services of wor- 
j ship and teaching, to the task of win- 
jning men and women back to the 
Heavenly Father.”

it is difficult to obtain information 
from him.

The District Attorney, 
Arnos 
W. 
Herrmann, in addressing the jury 
stressed robbery as the motive arid 
avoided any reference to voodooism, 
witchcraft, sorcery or any of the oth- 
t medieval rites that are alleged to 
lave been practiced to an as yet 
ndetermined extent in 
this 
quiet, 
peaceful Pennsylvania Dutch com­ 
munity. 
Blymyer was a strong believer in 
witchcraft. 
It may be brought out 
;n the trial that he was an ardent 
disciple of a seventy-year-old woman 
of Marietta, Pa., a toothless old lady 
who Is said to have taught him the 
secrets of the black arts 
She is re­ 
ported to greatly resemble the popu­ 
lar conception of a “witch.” 
D e n i e s W i t c h c r a f t A ng le 
Judge Ray P. Sherwood, presiding 
at the trial, denied there is any stud­ 
ied attempt to keep the witchcraft 
angle out of the case. 
He m a d e this 
assertion when protests were made 
over his ruling that seats in the court - 
I room would be guaranteed only to 
two local newspapermen and three 
representatives of press associations, 
i including International News Service 
He explained he made the ruling in 
j the interest of maintaining court-j 
, room decorum. 
All references to witchcraft were 
(studiously avoided by both state and 
defense during the first day of the 
trial until the last five minutes of 
the session. 
Then, Clayton G. Hess, 
brother of Wilber Hess, who Is joint­ 
ly indicted with Blymyer and John 
Curry, suddenly 
blurted 
out 
the 
“witch angle." 
“Blymer told me the day after the 
killing of Rehmeyer that he got the 
man—the witch, and that he alone 
was to blame for what had happen­ 
ed,“ Hess testified. 
It was indicated 
that Hess would be cross-examined 
today. 
Defense Attorney Cohen, in dis­ 
cussing the case with the Interna­ 
tional News Service 
correspondent, 
said he intended to delve into the 
witch phase, adding however, that 
he would have to see what the state 
brings out. 
Robbery Stressed 
“The reason 
the 
commonwealth 
stressed robbery and not witchcraft 
as the motive," said Cohen “Is that 
the robbery' motive Ls the state’s only 
chance of convicting Blymyer, as I 
see it. 
“I may put Blymyer on the stand, 
I realize he might bo his own best 
w itness. 
F rom his lips could come 
a recital of how he was reared to 
believe in witchcraft and how it took 
hold of him and strangled his con­ 
ceptions of right and wrong. 
Yet, 
b\ not placing him on the stand, the 
prosecution will lack a witness to the 
killing a.s the co-defendants. Curry 
and Hess, cannot testify in this trial.” 
Blymyer according to Cohen, is a 
poor client, not in a pecuniary’ sense, 
but because he is reluctant to dis­ 
cuss his plight and has very little to 
say regarding liis delvings in witch­ 
craft. 
“I’m having a hard time get­

'ion from him,” Cohen 
admitted. 
He is of a peculiar sell 
effacing type ” 
Defendant Studies Jury 
The state, it is unders'ood, has thir­ 
ty five witnesses ready to testify but 
perhaps only about fifteen will be 
called to the stand. The defense an­ 
nounced it has sixteen witnesses. 
District Attorney Herrmann, in out­ 
lining the commonwealths case to 
the jury, made not a single mention 
of witchcraft or the black arts. 
He 
said he would show “that death was 
caused by a combination of blow’s, 
strangulation and burning.’’ 
Blymyer, the gimlet-eyed black arts 
practitioner, is the cynosure of all 
eyes in the courtroom.

He was going to make a pageant of 
this great event, this promise of his 
friend and idol to fight again that 
the heavyweight cham pionship m ight 
again become a thing of real signifi­ 
cance. 
He would run a special train 
to Miami Beach for the official sign­ 
ing .tentatively set for January 27. 
He would make a fiesta of this cere­ 
mony to show th a t he, of all the men 
in the world, had this day attained a 
trium ph th a t would abide through the 
years.
